Thrifty Spanish P.O. 
Digs Up Old Issue; 
Throws In New Type 


Fun—or just good old confusion 
—is in store for those who classi- 
fy stamps, and we don’t envy 
them. Here’s the story as we have 
it. 

A new, separate and _ distinct 
variety of the 40 10 Spanish 
Pilar stamp (Type SP19) is re- 
ported from Madrid. In fact it’s 
pictured with the old type on cov- 
er in this issue. Originally issued 
in 1940 as a semi-postal, the sur- 
tax was used to help restore the 
Cathedral at Zaragoza damaged 
during the Civil War. 

On January ist of the current 
year, Spain’s inland postal rate 
was increased from 40 to 50 cent- 
imos, Thrifty postal officials, 
discovering they had 9,000,000 of 
the semi-postal Pilar series still 
unsold and in good condition, 
promptly made them valid for 
franking to the full extent of the 
50 centimos. So curiously enough, 
these stamps when used _ after 
January list of this year have lost 
their character as semi-postals. 

4,500,000 of this quantity are of 
the familiar type, bearing on the 
right the engraver’s name. So far 
the printer’s name, and on the 
left at the bottom under the frame 
so good, but that’s not all. It 
seems that 4,500,000 of those plac- 
ed on sale since January Ist have 
neither of these names under the 
bottom frame. Therefore, these 
stamps are a distinctly different 
variety and consequently must be 
classified as different from the 
old type. 

Now just how all of this will 
finally evolve leaves us a_ bit 
breathless. The old type, mint or 
used, was distinctly a semi-postal 
in use as well as purpose until 
January ist of this year. Those 
cancelled after that date undoubt- 
edly were and are being used to 
their full total as regular postage. 

On the other hand, the new 
type, while bearing the same de- 
sign and originally designed for 
semi-postal used, apparently 
never was sold to the public un- 
til after January ist when its 
full 50cts was valid for postage, 
nor will any funds from the sale 
of the new variety have gone to. 
ward rebuilding the Zaragosa 
Cathedral.

Adolph Hitler's 
Stamp Collection 
Arrives In U.S. 


The world’s rulers have often 
numbered stamp collecting among 
their hobbies, but it was never 
thought that Adolf Hitler, late 
Public Enemy No One, was inter- 
ested in the pursuit. However, a 
returning G. I. who was one of 
the first on the scene at the Chan. 
cery in Berlin came across several 
albums of covers, and following 
the precedent established by the 
Nazis who took whatever suited 
their fancy, he has not long in 
adding the collection to his own 

The collection consists of stamp- 
ed and franked covers addressed 
to the egomaniac over a period of 
years, from sympathizers and 
enemies alike. They are all open- 
ed up on the sides, and mounted 
flat to show not only the address 
and the stamps, but the postat 
markings on the back. Each album 
is well constructed, the pages fas- 
tened with a ring binder which 
permits ready insertion of addition 
al pages, or removal of any al- 
ready included. 

By far the greater portion of 
the covers from Central Europeans 
are complimentary. ‘Master of the 
World,” ‘‘God of the Universe,” 
“Ruler of Mankind” are but a few 
of the titles of esteem bestowed 
on the arch-driminal. Here and 
there, however, are scattered a 
few in not quite as complimentary 
terms, and one in fact adds a let- 
ter to the Fuehrer’s surname 
which accomplishes quite a diff- 
erent name, more fitting in the 
English than it might have been 
in the language in which it was 
written. 

Most surprising are the number 
of letters written by Americans 
and of course bearing American 
stamps.

LET’S REVAMP THE PRESIDENTIAL SET 

It is readily apparent to anyone who has an opportunity to see 
some of the heavy first class mail packages that come to banks from 
the Federal Reserve Banks of the country or from other points, as 
well as some of the many film mailings by first class air mail from 
Hollywood, that there is a need and a use for a higher value postage 
gtamp than the $5.00 value. 

Our country has never had a stamp of over $5.00 in postage 
value, yet perhaps has more use for such’a stamp than any country 
in the world. Some of the lesser British Colonies have used stamps 
of much higher value. 

It is not an uncommon thing in this country to see clippings 
from parcels which bear as much as $75 to $100 or more in postage, 
these being made up from strips and blocks of the five dollar stamp. 

Why not revamp the current presidential set, bring it up to date, 
place Franklin Delano Roosevelt on a new high value at the top of 
the heap where he belongs and provide a stamp of a value that will 
provide for some of the larger mailings. 

Such a stamp would complete our present presidential set and 
place our late president in the proper position in the set.

Some Recent Issues 


Coming from a Sidney, Ohio, 
service man now in Japan are 
several new Japanese’ stamps 
which indicate the trend of Jap- 
anese stamp issues,

high values which would be a na. 
tural result of inflation, yet 
changes in design and in addtion 
of other values is an indication. of 
what is coming.

A 12 sen in gray which is iden- 
tical with Scotts A92 but listed 
by. Scott as indigo in color. 

A new 15 set in pale blue with 
a very attractive head of a Jap 
aviator, This may be an airmail 
issue but our lack of ability to 
read the chicken tracks on the 





stamp forbids such prediction. 

A 17 sen gray violet and a 27 
sen rose of same design which pic 
ture what we presume to be an 
entrance to a Japanese shrine. 

A 20 sen light blue, similar to 
Scott A94 but of altered design. 
And lastly, a new value in a 40 
sen pale brown. 


New Al Smith —

The stamp business is based 
on STAMPS, first, last, and all 
of the time, and other things, al- 
leged to dress up collection {com- 
mon argument) are more likely 
just to clutter up albums. 

Of course, a lot of people like 
to put money into advertising 
stickers, slogan cancellations, and 
God only knows what. But these 
things are not stamps, and the 
collecting of such items is not 
stamp collecting. And this kind 
of collecting can’t be recommend- 
ed to a newcomer who wants to 
collect stamps. Lest some of the 
brethren take exception to this, I 
might mention that I collect a 
few shells, myself, and these are 
original covers, but they don’t 
make a stamp collector. When I 
collect that stuff, I’m a concholo- 
ist.

THE PARTING OF THE WAYS 


For 20 years I have been buying accumulations, stocks and col- 
lections of every conceivable size and variety. Also, with every year 
that went by there has been a steady growth in business especially the 
past two years when I introduced the Philatelic Maps and only re 
cently the Title Pages of the Nations. 


In all that time I've never really had the time to adequately 
A collection would come in, its main points 
of interest noted, then promptly taken out and assigned to whatever 
collectors would be likely wanting such and then the balance would be 
put aside to be dealt with when there would be some leisure time.

In more ways than one |'m aware of the handwriting on the wall. 
The vast recent increase of new accounts necessitates. a new “office 
building adequately furnished with the most modern high speed mail- 
ing and printing equipment. Work will commence on this building as 
The problem of space will then be 
solved and I could then move all these remainder accumulations into 
the new building when ready, There are just two simple facts: There 
still will never be the time to break up these lots the way they should 
be made up, secondly it pains me exceedingly even to contemplate 
moving all these stacks of boxes etc. into a brand new building where 
they would only take up space. . 


Therefore, in the next several months I'm out to get rid of these 
and the best way is simply to offer good old fashioned clearance 
lots. While there are millions of common stamps there are also any 
number of medium and better grade items in these remainder lots and 
any general collector will have the time of his life sorting out one 
lot, that is a certainty, 


So what I’m offering is a job lot of mostly older stamps, useful to 
any general collector and the price is $25.00 per lot, U.S. A. funds. So 
bulky are the lots that I cannot send these on approval, It will have 
to be cash in advance, but rest assured the value would be so great 
no one will ever want to return one of these assortments, which of 
course can be done if the lot received is judged to be unsatisfactory. 


In making up these assortments I shall not value the cheaper 
stamps in any way. However as the weight of these may be consid- 
erable (Many are still on covers or pieces of paper) I do ask that 
postage be paid at the rate of 14c per lb. It is best to include up to 
$1.40 extra as each buyer will get. up to 10 lbs. of this cheaper ma- 
terial (amongst which may be many useful items) at no charge other 
than postage. Refund will be made of any excess postage if I do 
send less than a. 10 lb, parcel to any one party. 















As it is always my policy to give Mailing List Subscribers extra 
value whenever possible, all such will in addition receive some surplus 
new issue items worth at least $5.00 net at no charge with each regular 
$25.00 lot as above. If the buyer is not already a Mailing List Sub- 
scriber, enclose $2.00 extra for a year’s subscription which will then 
entitle the buyer to this additional value plus all other numerous ad- 
vantages such members get.

ility of obtaining all of them, even 
if you are a millionaire, there 
are several possibilities for the 
man who wants merely to get a 
representative array of postal 
issues, 

The simplest thing to do, if 
the candidate is not too partic- 
ular, is to buy a Junior Album 
(who invented that JUNIOR idea, 
anyway) and have a try at filling 
it with either used or mint stamps, 
as they come along. This will be 
an arduous, expensive, and pain. 
ful experience, and one of those 
“art is long and time is fleeting” 
things if he wants all his junior 
stamps unused. It simply CAN’T 
be done. 

But there IS a way that any 
collector can have a representative 
collection which will continually 
increase in value and which al- 
ways will evoke admiration. It’s 
a collection that’s always in the 
making, and at the same time al- 
ways finished, as of today. And 
it doesn’t cost such a_ terrific 
amount of money, either. It isn’t 
necessary to “look before and 
after, and sigh for what is not.” 
No longing for unattainable Col- 
umbians and Omahas, Falkland 
Centenaries, and 200-rupee Zanzi- 
bars. And it’s a collection that will 
have absolutely top-flight value 
any time it becomes desirable to 
sell it. Immediate sale, with no 
argument, which is not the case 
with an album worked up hit or 
miss, with one here and a couple 
more there, and perhaps a page 
somewhere else, with the pur- 
chaser (if any) carefully calcu- 
lating just how much actual face 
value there is in mint U. S:! 
None of that. 

In the first place, this collec~- 
tion is going to be mounted in a 
blank album, and a good one, or 
in several of them. There’s no 
percentage in mounting good 
stamps in poor albums, and have= 
ing residual chemicals in the 
pages alter the color of stamps, 
while the pages themselves turn 
a dirty, indiscriminate yellowish 
gray, and get brittle and eventu- 
ally fall apart. No, mister, get a 
GOOD book. 

And don’t forget that the best 
hinges that you can buy are none 
too good: you may want to peel 
them off and remount the stamps

But for the stamps. 

Complete sets only, MINT. A 
set from each country, if you 
want to make a general collection. 
And don’t let anyone tell you that 
you won’t have plenty to keep you 
busy, with just this little snack of 
nibbling in front of you. 

Blanks albums hold _ various 
numbers of pages—60, 80, 100, and 
if your books will hold 100 pages, 
and you put one set on a page, 
which is the proper thing to do, 
because stamps should not be 
crowded as, they are in printed 
albums, you will find that by the 
time you have one set from each 
country that you have six or seven 
albums full, and if you decide to 
get two sets, you can do your own 
multiplying. 

Every time you add a set to a 
collection like this, you make a 
collection that’s already complete 
even more so. And there are few 
collectors and no dealers what- 
ever who can resist the charm of 
such a job of collection. As for the 
non-collector who takes a squint 
at such a collection, you may be 
sure that he will be impressed, and 
that he will realize at once that 
there’s SOMETHING in stamp 
collecting! 

Of course, a lot of people will 
argue that I am all wrong and 
that a man should try to make a 
complete collection of U. S. first 
(TRY is the right word but who 
ever did it? 

If I were to start another col- 
lection of this kind, I’d TRY to 
get complete sets of Famous 
Americans, Army, Navy, and 
Flags, and let it go at that, and 
just singles, too; no blocks, strips, 
sheets, nor pillow cases—one of a 
kind is enough when all of them 
are alike. Also, in my case I don’t 
expect ever to live long enough 
to scrape off the unearned incre- 
ment! Besides, that little excur- 
sion will cost $8 or more these 
days, and there are about 500 
more countries from which to get 
one set of stamps. 

Then, I want a set of Canal 
Zone, those beautiful pictorials of 
1939, which list $12.25 now, and 
that certainly means $10 net. 
Some of the stamps in this series 
list five, six, nine, up to 12 times 
face. No sense in overlooking such 
things. 

And that 1935 set of Philippine 
pictorials, Nos. 383 to 396. Sort 
of gripes you, doesn’t it, when 
you contemplate the fact that the 
most striking and splendid por- 
trait of the Father of His Country 
is on a Filipino emission! In fact, 
No. 396 is one of the outstanding 
pictorials of all philately. Possibly 
you’d prefer the set with the 
COMMONWEALTH overprint, in 
which case you can pick your type, 
but I'll take mine unadorned. 

For Cuba you can pick that 
long Matanzas set, and get them 
both perf. and imperf., the latter 
preferably in pairs, and these will 
fill a couple pages for you. But 
there are slathers of beautiful pic- 
torial sets in Cuba, few high 
priced, and doubtless you'll balk 
at only a page of these. This is 
where you need to widen your 
vision, because six or seven al- 
bums are NOT going to hold this 
collection! 

You are going to have the same 
series of cardiac upsets when you 
try to make up your mind about 
the Mexican pictorial commem- 
oratives, of which you can get a 
couple of dozen beautiful sets at 


low prices, if you are willing to} 


forget about the University and 
Penny Black series. About the 
most unusual commemoratives in 
history are Nos. 774-776 + C123- 
125. They list $1.15, they’re large, 
beautiful, gorgeous _bicolors, and

AND IT WOULD BBE, 
TOO, IF THEY WERE LISTED 
AT SUFFICIENTLY HIGH 
PRICES. Some catalogs list things 
that way, with the result that 
retail prices inevitably seek their 
level. With our catalog, prices are 
pretty close to net. A _ careful 
analysis of U. S. prices indicates 
that the catalog is within FIVE

Date Of First Post 
Office Seal Sought 


Those who are interested in the 
little seals that the Post Offices 
puts on letter that are opened by 
mistake, or letters that are offi- 
cially opened and then _ sealed 
will know that the Scott catalog 
lists the first of these “Post Of- 
fiee Seals” as Maving been issued 
in 1872. They have appeared re- 
gularaly ever since, and we are 
all familiar with the little black 
seals that we sometimes see on 
a mail, reading “Qfficially Seal- 

A cover has recently turned up 
in a consignment of early 19th 
century covers given to Herman 
Herst, Jr. of New York for auc. 
tion, which has a “Post Office 
Seal” which antedates the 1872 
seal by five years. It is entirely 
different from those described in 
the catalog, but it serves the very 
same purpose as it was used to 
seal an envelope which had been 
opened in transit, not inadvertent- 
ly, but in the act of robbing the 
mails, The label served not only 
to close the envelope again, but 
since it was used as_ evidence 
against the robber, it also explain- 
ed to the addressee why it was 
such a long time reaching him. 

Apparently a clerk in the Post 
Office at Camden, Alabama de- 
cided to rob some of the letters 
entrusted to his office back in 
1867 and almost four hundred 
letters were. opened, and _ their 
contents removed. — clerk was

Quantities Issued For 
1945 Commemoratives 








The Postoffice Department has 
announced the quantities issued 
of the various commemorative 
stamps of 1945 and collectors who 
have followed such figures and 
especially the speculator will find 
food for thought in the figures 
given for they are much larger 
than has been the custom with 
stamps of these types. 

In the past the issues have us- 
ually run from about 40 to 80 
million with large numbers for 
such issues as the Fairs. This time. 
we find figures of much larger 
proportion and can only presume 
that the speculators have gone 
into these issues liberally. 

The Florida stamp totaled 60 
million and is sold out at the 
Agency, quite quick time on 
this issue. 

The 5c Conference first issued 
i. a small number, later in- 
creased, with rumor that there 
would be 100 million, closes up 
with but 70 million, far too many 
for the speculators who jumped 
on it when first announcment of 
a small issue was made and now 
they are unloading at a discount. 

he 3c Roosevelt is listed as 
150 million and the 2c at but 65 
million, but where can we use 
a %c stamp. Again 150 million for 
the 1c which makes a nice postal 
r..te in a strip of three. 

For both the Army and Navy, 
125 million with the Coast Guard 
down to an even 100 million.

More Comment On That 
10c Jefferson, With And 
Without Secret Marks 


Since we reported a pair of the 
10c Jefferson of the Bank Note 
issues in which one stamp showed 
the secret mark and the other 
was without, we have had con- 
siderable information concerning 
this variety which it seems has 


not mentioned in the catalogue 
as in a pair, yet such a situation 
can be visioned from the cata- 
logue listing as we note Scott 
number 187 listed as 10c brown, 
without secret mark and again 
we note Scott number 188 listed 
as 10c brown, with secret mark. 

The former is listed at $1.00 
used, the latter at 85c. Such pric- 
ing would indicate that the plates 
from which these stamps were 
printed were well sprinkled with 
impressions that would print 
many stamps with and many 
without the secret mark. This 
supposition, however, is incorrect 
as we know, because of the scar- 
city of pairs or larger pieces 
showi_.g both varieties. The cata- 
logue pricing therefore leaves us 
to believe, without regard to any 
other specialized study that the 
soft paper accredited to the 
American printings must also 
have been used for Continental 
printings. 

We do not intend to argue that 
point farther for it is one subject 
that has about as many support- 
ers on one side as on the other.
